Since  the  discovery  was 
announced,  Harrell  said  he 
can  t  get  away’  from  his 
computer  and  phone  for  all 
the  media  intervaew  requcst.s 
and  other  contacts.  He  has 
been  interviewed  over  the ' 
past  week  by  CBS  .News,  The 
Washington  Post,  C-SPAN 
Radio,  and  other  outlets. 

He  told  The  Post  the  dis¬ 
covery  "brings  closure  to  the 
story.  But  the  experience  that 
we  surxived.  the  trauma  that 
we  felt,  that  still  exists." 

Harrell  told  BP  (iod  used 
the  protracted  suffering  at 
sea  as  a  catalyst  for  spiritual 
growlh.  ".All  things  work  to¬ 
gether  for  good  to  those  who 
love  and  honor-llim.  I  look 
back  and  have  to  say.  •|x>rd,  I 
wonder  what  might  have  hap 
pened  to  me  had  I  not  had 
that  kind  ot  an  expi^rience 
tho.se  four  and  a  halfdays,  but 
had  just  been  picked  up  tbe 
next  hour  or  so  and  their  just 
passed  it  over  as  a  little,  short 
incident  that  happened.” 

Harrell  chronicled  his  ex- 
t^rience  with  the  Indianapo- 
lU  in  the  3005  book.  Out  of 
the  Depths,  coauthored  with 
his  son  David,  pastor  of  Cal¬ 
vary  Bible  Chur^. 

The  elder  Harrell  maintajns 
an  iKtivr  speaking  seJiediile, 
sharing  his  testimony  with 
audiences  around  the  natioo.

The  U.S,S.  Indianapolis' 
discovery  was  announced  Aug, 

19  by  billionaire  entrepreneur 
Paul  Allen,  co-founder  of  Mi¬ 
crosoft,  whose  research  ship 
jolted  the  wreckage  3.5  mUes 
below  the  surface  of  the  Phil¬ 
ippines  Sea. 

T'he  Indianapolis  was  sunk 
by  Japanese  torpedoes  on 
July  30,  1945,  after  deliver¬ 
ing  the  contents  of  the  famous 
Uttle  Boy"  atomic  bomb  to 
the  western  Pacific  island  of 
T^ian  during  the  closing  days 
of  World  War  II.  The  bomb 
was  dropped  on  Hiroshima, 

Japan,  on  Aug.  6,  I945,  help- 
na  to  hasten  the  end  of  the 
bloody  conflict.

Reluctance  •  Exodus  3:4-14;  4:13-16 


The  first  time  I-heaid  the  song  “Mo¬ 
ses’  was  at  a  live  concert  with  Travis 
CottrelL  The  story,  set  to  music,  captures 
the  conversation  between  God  and  Mo¬ 
ses.  Hie  song  begins  with:  “Moses,  I've 
chosen  you  to  be  My  man;  Moses,  over 
there  in  Egypt  land;  Moses,  Tve  chosen 
you  to  wort  for  Me;  Moses,  I’ve  chosen 
you  to  set  My  people  free  (written  by  Ken 
Medema,  available  on  YouTube).’  And 
Moses  replied.  ’Not  me.  Lord.’ 

Before  we  look  at  Moses'  reluctance, 
let’s  bc^  with  a  short  synopsis  of  the 
OTWRKtus.  It  is  the  second  book  of 
the  Pentateuch,  an  extension  of  Genesis, 
and  written  by  Moses  (Mark  12:26).  The 
Exodus  Cgoing  ouf)  took  place  around 
i+«  BC.lTie  first  18  diapters  focus  on 
Goffs  deliverance  of  the  Israelites  from 
Egypt.  CSiapters  lo  -  40  revolve  around 
the  theme  of  God’s  gkwy  at  Mt.  Sinai. 
The  Book  of  Exodus  gives  us  a  model 
of  redemption  and  a  model  of  mission’ 
(ToiyMqida,  Exalting  Jesus  in  Exodus). 

From  the  seventy  descendants  of  Ja¬ 
cob  (Ex.  1:5  ESV)  the  nation  of  Israel 
multiidied  Gen.  3S:u)  and  grew 
sttortt  At  the  end  of  chapter  one  the 
new  Egyptian  king  is  dealing  with  an 
overwhelming  dread  of  the  Israelites.  He 
tried  mimerous  unsuccessful  attempts  to 


oirtail  the  population  growth  by  making 

them  slaves,  having  the  midwives  kill  the 

wd  then  commanding  every  son 
to  w  thro%^  into  the  Nile.  Yct,  through 
God  s  providence,  Moses  lived.  Chapter 
two  unfc^ds  with  thestory  of  the  first  for- 
fr'  years  of  Moses’  life  (name  means  *to 
draw  out ),  his  education  and  the  killing 
of  an  F®-ptian.  He  then  flees  to  Midian 
marries  and  become  a  shepherd.  Con¬ 
currently  the  Lsraelites  were  groaning 
and  cmng 
out  to  Goo.

(Ex.  2:25). 

M  e  a  n  - 
while  on 
God’s  time¬ 
table,  Mo- 
^  is  tend¬ 
ing  the  flock  near  Horcb,  known  as  the 
mountain  of  God.  The  LORI)  appeared 
to  him  in  a  flame  of  (ire  (representa- 
tive  of  God’s  holy  presence)  within  a 
bush.  But,  the  fire  did  not  consunic  the 
bash.  Moses  notices  and  turns  to  in- 
spert  closer.  Then  from  the  bash  comes 
God’s  voice  calling  Moses  by  name.  He 


answers,  “Here  I  am"  and  instructions 
are  given  to  him  to  take  off  his  sandals; 
berai^  he  was  standing  on  holy  ground. 
And  if  Moses  needed  further  explana¬ 
tion,  God’s  voice  proclaimed  “I  am  the 
God  of  ™ir  father,  the  God  of  Abraham, 
the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob" 
(^- 3;t-6).  Is  it  any  wonder  Moses  hid 
his  race  with  reverent  fear? 

Now  that  God  has  Moses’  attention. 
It  is  time  to  brief  him  on  what’s  bwn 
happening.

AM  WHO  I  AM."  And  He  said,  “Say  this 
to  the  people  of  Israel,  I  AM  (Yahweh) 
has  sent  me  to  you."  (Also  see  the  book 
ofJohnforthe  I. AM“  Sayings  of  Jesus.) 

Remember  Moses  excuses:  VVho  am  1?
